The history and the coastal regions of Maine 
are explored by an ardent down-Easter in 
this informative volume. Mrs. Rich recounts 
in somewhat formal tones the state’s history 
from the Viking period to modern times, but 
switches to her customary subjective ap- 
proach in her tour of Maine towns, islands, 
and museums. Emphasizing that the Pine 
Tree State is a world unto itself, the author 
concludes with a tribute to a seacoast village 
named Corea that for her embodies the es- 
sence of the Maine way of life.
